RED 'MACHINERY' SHOWS FLAWS 
IN HANDLING BERLIN SITUATION 


An article in the Daily Worker, New York's Communist 
newspaper, has come up with an explanation of the Berlin 
"crisis"—which its author carefully keeps in quotation marks 
throughout. The crisis, says the article, is the result of the 
United States' efforrs to implement the Marshall Plan. 


This is an interesting statement, particularly since the 
article makes no effort to perpetuate the fiction that thejnesday, the stewardess board will 
blockade of Berlin is due to railroad repairs, broken canal meet at the parsonage, 2:30; Friday, 
locks, ond so on. 


The Worker, like every other Communist publication and 
individual, gets its cue on important policy from the propa- 
ganda feedbox in Moscow. So it seems highly unlikely that one 
of its writers would undertake to explain without authority a 
situation which Moscow had kept silent about for so long. Un- 
less the Communist press has suddenly gone in for unauthor- 
ized think pieces, we may assume that the Worker's explana- 
tion was the first frank one to come out of Moscow. 


The article, not surprisingly, is a little careless in matters 
of fact. For instance, it implies that the proposed government 
for western Germany is a part of the Marshall Plan, which of 
course it is not. The writer also makes the illuminating dis- 
closure that the western powers instituted the blockade of 
waterways into Berlin. This statement appeared on the same 
day that a news story carried a Russian "explanation" that 
they were not permitting barges to enter Berlin because of re- 
pair work on a lock. 


Errors aside, however, if this is a Soviet-sanctioned ex- 
planation of the Berlin blockade, then the maneuver is even 
more clumsy than it appears to be. If it was decided on as a 
reprisal for the European aid program, then it is a childish 
and spiteful gesture unworthy of any government. If it is being 
used to force the United States, Britain and France to abandon 
their plans for a western German government, the tactics ore 
clearly wrong and doomed to failure.

Delinquency Topic 
Of Address Here 
By Clifford Shaw 


Clifford Shaw, director of the Chi 
cago area project, presented an in- 
formal 
talk 
on 
"Juvenile 
Delin- 
quency" Thursday evening at 
the 
Church 
of 
God 
on 
North 
Clay 
avenue. 


Basing his talk on his more than 
30 years of experience in this line of 
work, Mr. Shaw declared that the 
greatest thing which can be done to 
combat juvenile delinquency is the 
arousal 
of 
a 
definite 
community 
spirit, making each person feel that 
the welfare of others is his own per- 
sonal responsibility. 


A child, in order to find his place 
in this pattern of community life, 
must discover, Mr. Shaw said, what 
his environment is, what he can and 
cannot do, and what is expected of 
him. 


This feeling of community spirit is 
especially important-should the child 
get into trouble and be sent to a cor- 
rectional institution. It is then of all 
time, stated Mr. Shaw, that the child 
needs to feel that he is not forgotten 
and that his neighbors are concerned 
with his future welfare. 


Mr. Shaw continued by saying that 
when such a child is returned to the 
community, 
the 
responsibility 
of 
rehabilitating that child to a normal 
way of life rests largely with neigh- 
bors, the people whom he knew be- 
fore he was sent to the institution. 
It is then up to these neighbors to 
develop a capacity for understand- 
ing within themselves rather than to 
condemn or blame the child. They 
must make the child feel that he has 
a place within the community. 


The formation of such a commu- 
nity unit is not a remote possibility 
for the residents of any neighbor- 
hood, Mr. Shaw declared. All that 
is needed is a feeling of "good neigh- 
borliness." 


Mr. Shaw was introduced to the 
group by Lloyd Gohn, executive sec- 
retary of the Community 
Service 
committee, which sponsored his ap- 
pearance 
here.
